Response to the Enhancement of Teaching at Concordia 


Dean Valaskakis introduced the document; the response from the Faculty 
Teaching Team to the document, "Enhancement of Teaching at Concordia”. 


Dr. Decarie asked for speaking privileges for two members of the Faculty 
Teaching Team, Dr. Ron Smith and Dr. Bill Gilsdorf. There were no objections. 


Dr. Valaskakis moved Council into a Committee of the Whole. 


After a discussion of 15 minutes; Dean Valaskakis moved Council back into 
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formal meeting. 


It was moved and seconded (Decarie/Leonhardt) that Arts and Science 
Faculty Council endorse the Faculty Teaching Teams’s response to the draft 
Report on the Enhanceme: and Recognition of Teaching at Concordia 
University (Document ASFC 2M-B).

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Report from the Board of Governors Ad Hoc Committee on the Revision of 
the composition, rules and procedures for evaluation committees and advisory

Dr. Valaskakis asked Dr. Byers to walk Council through the Report from the 
Senate Committee in response to the Board of Governors Ad Hoc Committee on 
the Revision of the composition, rules and procedures for evaluation committees 
and advisory search committee. 


It was moved and seconded (Byers/Snyder) that Arts and Science Faculty 


Council approve Section 3 Confidentiality and Rules of Natural Justice from 
Document ASFC-93-2M-C(i). 


Carried. 


It was moved and seconded (Byers/Segalowitz) that Arts and Science Faculty 
Council approve the last two paragraphs from Section 4 Screening, 
Interviewing and Short Lists of Candidates, Document ASFC-93-2M-C(i): 


"The names of candidates on the short list should be made public to the 
University community no less than thirty (30) days and no more than sixty 
(60) days before the advisory selection committee is scheduled to make its 
recommendation to the Board of Governors. The calls for nominations and 
applications should clearly indicate to all candidates what to expect if they 
make it to the short list. 


"The advisory selection committees should provide public opportunities for 
the University community to listen to and exchange views with candidates on 
a short list. As a minimum, short listed candidates for Vice-Rector and 
Rector should formally articulate their vision and priorities for the unit 
followed by a question period at Senate. Similarly councils should have a 
similar opportunity to interact with the candidates for Deans of Faculties and 
Dean of the School of Graduate Studies." 


Carried. 
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It was moved and seconded (Byers/Snyder) that Arts and Science Faculty 
Council approve the second paragraph in Section 2 Profile of the Ideal 
Candidate from Document ASFC-93-2M-C(i): 


"Profiles on all senior positions should be developed by the highest academic 
body in the University. Senate, with appropriate input from the relevant 
Faculty, or Faculties, the School of Graduate Studies, senior administrators 
and Board representatives, should be responsible for the development of ideal 
profiles of senior administrators with final approval by the Board of 
Governors." 


Carried. 


It was moved and seconded (Decarie/Crysler) that Arts and Science Faculty 
Council accept the composition of the Search Committee for the Selection of 
Faculty Deans. 


It was moved and seconded (Byers/Segalowitz) that Arts and Science Faculty 
Council accept the composition of the Search Committee for the Selection of 
Faculty Deans with line 3 being changed to read: 


2 Faculty members from the Faculty selected by the elected Faculty 
members of the Council and Departmental Chairs on the Council, and 
recommended to the Board of Governors; 


1 Chair, Director or Principal from within the Faculty selected by the 
Faculty’s Chairs’ Caucus (Chair being head of an academic unit). 


Carried. 


It was moved and seconded (Pallen/Gray) that Arts and Science Faculty 
Council accept the composition of the Search Committee for the Selection of 
Faculty Deans with line 3 being amended to read: 


2 Faculty members from the Faculty elected by the Faculty at large, and 
recommended to the Board of Governors;

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It was moved and seconded (Walker/McMurray) that Arts and Science 
Faculty Council accept the composition of the Search Committee for the 
Selection of Faculty Deans with line 6 being changed to read: 


S Undergraduate students from the Faculty elected by the 


undergraduate students in that Faculty, and recommended to the 
Board of Governors;
